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From  1947  to  1950,  farmers'  dollar  incomes  regained  less  than  a  sixth  of  its  previous  decline, 
dropped  26  percent,  their  purchasing  power  29  per-  Prices  paid  in  1952  are  at  a  new  all-time  high, 

cent.     In  1951,  farmers'  dollar  incomes  recovered  and  farmers'  purchasing  power  is  not  only  less  than 

almost  half  of  their  previous  drop.

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FARM  INCOME  IN  1952  AND  OUTLOOK  FOR  1953 


Gross  farm  income  in  1952  is  a  little  higher  than  in  1951,  but  the 
increase  is  about  matched  by  higher  costs  of  production.  Consequently, 
this  year»s  realized  net  incoae,  estimated  at  lli»2  billion  dollars,  is 
only  fractionally  below  last  year  but  considerably  lower  than  In  191*7  or 

19U8. 

Gross  farm  income  in  1953  is  not  expected  to  be  larger  than  in 
1952  and  Biay  turn  down  slightly  from  this  year's  record  high.    Since  pro- 
duction expenses  will  iax)bably  inch  up  a  little  more  during  the  coming 
year,  farmers*  net  income  nay  be  down  again  in  1953>  probably  by  about 
5  percent. 

The  f&rm  income  situation  during  the  last  5  years  has  been  charac- 
terised hy  a  steady  rise  in  both  costs  of  production  and  costs  of  farm 
family  li-^ing.    Costs  of  both  groups  of  commodities  are  likely  to  rise  a 
little  higher  next  year. 

From  19li2  through  19l*7j  fanaers  retained  as  net  income  about  $0  per- 
cent of  their  ann\J^  gross  income.    Since  then,  however,  expenses  have 
taken  a  larger  and  larger  proportion  of  gross  income;  and  in  1952  only 
about  38  percent  of  gross  income  is  being  retained  in  the  form  of  net  in- 
come. 

Similarly,  the  purchasing  power  per  dollar  of  income  remaining 
after  production  expenses  has  declined  ija  U  of  the  last  5  years.  Prices 
paid  by  farmers  for  items  used  in  family  living  in  1952  are  at  an  all- 
time  high.    Consequently,  as  shown  in  the  cover  chart,  the  purchasing 
power  of  farmers'  net  income  in  1952  is  lower  than  in  any  of  the  previous 
10  years  except  1950. 

Gash  receipts  from marketings  in  1952 


Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  1952  will  probably  total 
about  33»5  billion  dollars,  or  3  percent  above  receipts  in  1951  •    The  total 
volume  of  farm  marketings  is  at  a  record  high,  5  percent  larger  than  last 
year's  volume,  but  prices  of  farm  products  are  averaging  slightly  lower* 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  are  down  about  3  percent  to 
13*9  billion  dollars,  as  lower  average  prices  are  more  than  offsetting  a 
3-perceat  increase  in  volume.    The  estimated  crop  total  of  lk»6  billion 
dollars  is  \q>  12  percent,  mostly  because  of  a  9-*P@rcent  increase  in  the 
volume  of  sales. 

This  year's  decline  in  total  livestock  receipts  is  largely  in  meat 
anijials,  eggs,  and  wool,    Oaiiry  receipts  are  yjp  about  5  percent,  mainly 
because  of  higher  average  prices;  and  total  poultry  receipts  are  about  the 
same  as  last  year,  with  increases  for  turkeys  and  broilers  offset  by  a  de- 
cline for  other  chickens.    Cash  receipts  from  eggs  are  down  more  than 
10  percent  because  of  lower  average  prices. 
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Total  cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  are  estimated  at  10,7  billion 
dollars  for  1952,  or  5  percent  below  last  year.    Hogs  are  down  10  percent  be- 
cause of  lower  prices,  cattle  and  calves  about  3  percent  as  a  10-percent  de- 
cline in  prices  more  than  offset  a  substantial  increase  in  sales.  Receipts 
from  sheep  and  lambs  are  about  6  percent  lower  than  last  year,  and  receipts 
from  wool  are  also  down  sharply  because  of  lower  average  prices. 

The  increase  in  total  crop  receipts  this  year  is  mainly  in  wheat,  cot-* 
ton,  corn,  and  potatoes.    Marketings  of  wheat  are  up  considerably  because  of 
the  large  1952  crop,  and  cash  receipts  from  wheat  are  about  50  percent  above 
last  year.    Larger  sales  are  also  the  principal  reason  foi'  increases  of  about 
18  percent  in  receipts  from  corn  and  13  percent  in  receipts  from  cotton.  On 
the  other  hand,  much  higher  prices  than  last  year  account  for  a  rise  of  70  per- 
cent in  receipts  from  potatoes.    Other  crops  showing  some  increase  in  cash  re- 
ceipts this  year  include  rice,  truck  crops,  and  some  of  the  non-citrus  fruits. 

Oranges  and  sorghum  grain,  each  down  about  20  percent,  show  the  largest 
relative  declines  among  the  Cj-ops.    Receipts  from  tobacco  are  about  h  percent 
lower  than  last  year.    Other  dev'^lines  appear  in  cash  receipts  from  cottonseed, 
peanuts,  flaxseed,  soybeans,  rye,  barley,  hay,  and  grapefruit. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  1953 

Farmers  are  not  likely  to  receive  more  from  marketings  in  1953  than  they 
are  receiving  in  1952.    Domestic  demand  for  farm  products  will  probably  be  well 
maintained  dui'ing  the  conong  year,  but  some  reduction  in  demand  for  export  seems 
likely.    As  a  result,  prices  received  by  farmers  for  the  year  as  a  whole  may 
average  a    little  lower  than  in  1952c    If  gro-jing  conc'.i-'-.ions  are  average,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  total  vol:me  of  farm  marketings;  should  at  ?.east  equal  this  year's 
.record  volume.    Commodities  for  vihich  cash  rs'^eipts  are  m.ost  likely  to  be  higher 
next  year  are  dairy  products,  chickens  and  eggs,  corn^  and  oil-bearing  crops. 
Receipts  are  likely  to  be  smaller  from  vrheat  and  tobacco. 

Gross  farm  income,  1952  and  1953 

Gross  farm  income  will  probably  total  about  37'»6  billion  dollars  in  1952, 
or  2  percent  higher  than  in  1951.    In  addition  to  cash  receipts  from  marketings, 
gross  income  includes  the  value  of  home-consumed  farm  products,  the  rental  value 
of  farm  dwellings,  and  Government  payments  to  farmers.    These  other  items  in 
gross  income  total  about  the  same  as  last  year.    An  increase  in  the  rental  value 
of  dwellings  is  offset  by  a  lower  value  of  home  consumption  and  a  slight  re- 
duction in  Government  payments.    Consequently,  the  increase  in  cash  receipts  is 
reflected  directly  in  total  gross  income. 

The  prospect  next  year  is  for  no  increase  over  1952  and  perhaps  a  slight 
decline  in  gross  farm  income.    If  prices  average  a  little  Icwer,  as  expected, 
the  value  of  home  consumption  will  probably  be  do\m.    No  significant  changes  are 
expected  in  the  rental  value  of  dwellings  or  Government  payments. 

Production  expenses,  1952  and  1953 

The  total  cost  of  farm  production  has  risen  in  13  out  of  the  last  Ih  years, 
and  will  probably  increase  a  little  more  in  1953.    This  year's  total  is  estjjnated 
at  23. U  billion  dollars,  up  nearly  a  billion  dollars,  or  h  percent,  from  the 
1951  level.    Sone  further  increase,  but  only  about  half  as  large  as  in  1952,  is 
expected  next  year. 
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'        Thig  year's  rise  of  h  percent  in  total  production  expense  reflects  some 
in<?rea.se  in  all  the  important  items  except  purchased  livestock  and  seed,  ,  Prices  i 
©f .f^ed^r  livestock  are  averaging  lower  than  last  year,  and  farmers'  expendi- 
tures on  this  item  are  down  slightly.    Expenditures  for  seed  are  much  .the  same 
as,  last  year.    The  largest  relative  increase  over  last  year,    11  percent,  is  in  \ 
interest  payments,  and  reflects  the  considerable  increase,  which  has  ©.ccurred  in  j 
farmers'  total  indebtedness. 

■Expenditures  for  fertilizer  and  lime  in  1952  are  up  about  7  percent,  j 
.reflecting  increased  use  at  slightly  higher  prices.    Purchased  feed  is  about  I 
3;  percent,  above  last  year  because  of  higher  prices.    Taxes  are  up  6  percent.  I 
.  The  total  cost  of  hired  labor  is  up  3  percent,  with  higher  xvage  rates  only 
.  partly  offset  by  smaller  numbers  of  workers  employed,    Depre.ciation  charges 
on:  buildings  and  machinery  are  6  percent  higher  than  last  year  because  of  in- 
creased investment  and  higher  replacement  costs.    And  tjie  cost  of,  operating 
motor  vehicles  is  up  about  h  percent  due  to  larger  numbers  on  farms  and  higher 
.  ppice?;  of  fuel  and  repairs.    Rental  payments  are  only  slightly  higher  than  in 
1951.     ..  •   .     v.  ■•  ■  , 

Further  increases  in  1953  are  most  likely  in  such  overhead  expenses  as 
interest,  taxes,  and  depreciation,  although  some  operating  costs  may  also  con-  i 
tribute  to  the  expected  rise  in  the  total.    In  most  cases,  any  further  increases  j 
during  the  coming  year  will  probably  be  smaller  than  those  which  occurred  this  I 
year.    Interest  payments  may  be  up  another  10  percent,  but  with  that  possible 
exception,  no  single  expense  item  is  likely  to  be  up  more  than  5  percent,  , 

Net  farm  income,  1952  and  1953  i 


Farmers'  realized  net  income  in  1952 — the  difference  between  gross  in- 
come and  total  production  expenses — is  estimated  at  lU.2  billion  dollars,  ■ 
This  is  only  slightly  below  the  revised  estimate  of  lU,3  billion  dollars  for 
1951.    (Revised  estimates  for  the  years  19u5-5l  are  discussed  in  a  later^^  ,-. 
section  of  this  report.) 

With  no  increase  in  farmers '  gross  income  expected  next  year,  and  some 
further  rise  in  their  expenses,  farmers*  total  realized  net  income  may  be  re- 
duced about  5  percent,.  .,■  ,

Cash  receipts  in  September 

Farmers  received  about  3.5  billion  dollars  from  marketings  in. September> 
20  percent  more  than  in  August  and  h  percent  above  receipts  in  September  195l» 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  totaled  1,7  billion  dollars, 
3  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier;  but  crop  receipts  of  - 1.8.  billion  dollars 
were  up  12  percent  from  last  year.

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REVISIONS  IN  GROSS  AND  NET  INCOKlE,  19ii5-5l 

The  following  tables,  which  carry  the  estimates  of  farm  income  and 
related  data  back  to  1910,  include  recent  revisions  in  the  estimates  of 
gross  farm  income,  production  expenses,  and  net  farm  income,  mostly  in 
terms  of  the  new  bench-mark  data  reported  in  the  1950  Census  of  Agriculture, 
Some  of  the  tables  have  also  been  reorganized,  and  one  entirely  new  table 
has  been  added. 

Except  for  certain  minor  changes  in  the  population  estimates  for 
earlier  years,  the  revisions  included  in  this  report  are  confined  to  the 
years  19ii5-5l.    Adjustments  in  the  estimates  of  farm  income  and  expendi- 
tures made  necessary  by  the  1950  Census  data  are  largely  complete  for  the 
years  1950  and  1951.    For  the  years  19li5-U9>  some  revisions  are  still  to 
be  made,  chiefly  in  the  crop  components  of  gross  income,  but  they  will 
probably  be  quite  small  in  relation  to  total  gross  or  net  income  for  those 
years.    It  is  expected  that  final  revisions  will  be  published  next  year. 

The  net  effect  of  the  revisions  already  completed  has  been  to  lower 
the  estimates  of  both  gross  income  and  expenses  for  most  of  the  years  in- 
volved.   However,  the  reduction  in  expenses  has  been  generally  less  than 
that  in  gross  income.    As  a  result,  realized  net  income  is  noticeably 
lowered  in  19^7*  19U3,  1950j  and  1951^  and  only  slightly  increased  in  19U5* 
I9U6,  and  19^49.    The  largest  change  is  a  reduction  of  6OO  million  dollars  — 
to  IU.3  billion — in  the  1951  estlnate  of  operators'  realized  net  income. 
The  net  income  of  persons  on  farms  from  farming,  both  total  and  per  capita, 
has  been  lowered  in  all  of  the  years  affected  except  I9U6,  with  a  maximum 
reduction  of  6  percent  in  1951. 

The  following  is  a  more  complete  description  of  the  changes  made  in 
this  issue. 

Adjustments  in  population  estimates,  1917*39 

Last  year's  report  included  some  major  changes  in  the  population 
estimates  used  as  divisors  in  obtaining  per  capita  income.    The  data 
published  at  that  time  were  preliminary,  and  some  further  adjustments  were 
necessary  for  the  years  1917-39.    Estimates  of  the  farm  population  have 
been  increased  moderately  for  the  years  1917-19,  and  they  have  been  reduced 
uniformly  by  3  or  ii  thousand  for  the  years  1920-39.    Equal  and  opposite 
adjustments  have  been  made  in  the  estimates  of  the  nonfarm  population. 
These  changes  have  also  necessitated  a  few  minor  revisions  in  per  capita 
income  for  those  years. 

Revisions  in  gross  income,  19U5-51 

Estimates  of  cash  receipts  from  marketings,  the  value  of  products 
consumed  directly  in  farm  households,  and  the  net  change  in  farm  inventories 
have  been  revised  for  the  period  19ii5-5l,  mainly  so  as  to  take  into  account 
the  new  bench-mark  information  reported  in  the  1950  Census  of  Agriculture, 
The  livestock  components  of  these  estimates  are  fully  revised  except  for  the 
minor  category  "other  poultry,"  included  in  both  cash  receipts  and  home  con- 
sumption, which  is  not  yet  adjusted  to  the  1950  Census  data.    The  crop  com- 
ponents are  fully  revised  only  for  the  years  1950  and  1951.    For  19li5-U9,  the 
value  of  truck  crops  included  in  home  consumption  has  been  revised,  an  over- 
statement of  the  value  of  fuel  wood  included  in  home  consumption  for  the  year 
19i;7  has  been  corrected,  and  revised  data  on  farm  inventories  of  some  crops 
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are  included  in  the  neasure  of  inyen.tory  change,.   Otherwise,  revisions  for 
those  years  must  await  revised  crop  disposition  reports,  and  will. not  be  com- 
pleted until  next  year,  .. 

The  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings,  another  co -iponent.  of  gross  income, 
has  also  been  revised,  partly  to  take  into  account  new  Census  data  on  the 
value  of  farm  real  estate,  and  partly  to  provide  a  more  complete  allowance  for 
the  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings  not  occupied  by  farm  operators.  Revisions 
in  the  rental  value  of  dwellings  are  upward  for  all  years,  and  partly  offset 
downward  revisions  in  the  other  components  of  gross  income e    However,  the  net 
effect  of  the  revisions  has  been  to  lower  the  estimates  of  total  gross  income 
for  all  years  except  19hS  and  19h6o    The  value  of  the  net  change  in  farm  in- 
ventories has  been  reduced  in  all  years  except  19^0 • 

Revisions  in  production  exjjenses,  19h5-5l 

Revisions  made  in  the  estimates  of  production  expenses  were  also  • 
mainly  in  terms  of  new  Census  bench-marks.    Actual  Census  totals  reported 
for  the  year  I9ii9  served  directly  as  a  basis  for  adjustment  in  expenditui^es 
for  feed,  seed,  and  cash  wages  of  hired  labor.    Census  totals  on  certain 
operating  costs  for  motor  vehicles,  plus  the  numbers  of  each  type  of  vehicle 
reported  on  farms,  formed  the  basis  for  revising  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
motor-vehicle  operation  and  depreciaticn.    And  the  estimates  of 'farmers' 
expenditures  on  livestock  were  also  revised  in  line  with,  though  not  directly 
to.  Census  data.    Revisions  in  this  group  were  generally  downward  except 
for  feed.    The  largest  reductions  were  in  operating  costs  and  depreciation 
of  motor  vehicles.    They  arose  mainly  from  the  fact  that  automobiles  en 
farms  in  19^0  as  reported  in  the  Census  were  considerably  fewer  than  had 
previously  been  assumed. 

Other  revisions,  not  based  on  Census  data,  were  in  expenditures  for 
fertilizer  and  in  the  value  of  perquisites  furnished  to  hired  farm  laborers. 
The  estimates  of  fertilizer  expenditures  now  incorporate  quantity  data  col- 
lected by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.,,  raising,  the  estimates  for  recent  years 
by  about  100  million  dol.lars.    Those  for  perquisites  of  hired  workers  correct 
an  overstatement  for  the  years  19ii9-5l. 

Total  production  expenses  are  lowered  by  about  300  million  dollars  in  ' 
I9U9  and  1950^  and  by  much  sma.Ller  amounts  in  other  years. 

Inclusion  of  OASI  for  hired  workers ,  1951 

The  only  change  in  coverage  of. the  farm  income  and  expense  account 
involves  an  item  that  is  as  yet  statistically  insignificant.  Beginning 
January  1,  1951,  the  old  age  and  survivors'  insurance  provisions  of  the 
Social  Security  Act  applied  to  hired  farm  workers  who  fulfilled  certain 
minimum  requirements  with  respect  to  number  of  days  employed — and  could  be 
voluntarily  extended  to  other  workers  as  wellr     Covered  workers  pay  1,5  per- 
cent of  their  cash  wages  and  their  employers  another  1.5  percent.    The  es1»i- 
mates  of  cash  wages  include  the  employees'  contribution,  but  some  allowance 
had  to  be  made  for  the  farm  employers'  contribution. 

Only  about  a  fourth  of  all  cash  farm  wages  were  subject  to  Social  " 
Security  tax  in  1951,  and  the  employers'  share  of  this  tax  was  only  about 
10  million  dollars.    Because  of  the  length  of  employment  required  for  manda- 
tory coverage,  it  seemed  unlikely  that  any  significant  number  of  nonresident

farm  workers  would 'be  included.    Consequently,  the  whole  amount  of  the  em- 
ployers* tax  has  been  included  with  the  value  of  perquisites  to  farm-resident 
workers  (table  15).    Since  the  tax  is  a  cash  cost  to  farm  operators  but  a 
form  of  nonmoney  income  accruing  to  the  workers  covered,  this  discrepancy 
had  to  be  taken  into  account  in  calculating  net  cash  income  in  table  17  and 
its  reconciliation  with  total  net  income  in  table  18, 

Changes  in  tabular  organization 

One  entirely  new  table  has  been  added  in  this  issue.    In  table  8,  the 
more  significant  totals  and  averages  of  net  farm  income  have  been  deflated 
by  the  Bureau's  index  numbers  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities  and 
services  used  in  family  living  (1935-39=100),    The  results  provide  various 
measures  of  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  purchasing  power  of  net 
farm  income  in  terms  of  constant  (1935-39  average)  dollars. 

The  first  four  tables  appearing  in  last  year's  report  have  been  re- 
organized and  expanded  to  five  tables,  primarily  so  as  to  present  estimates 
including  and  excluding  Government  payments  in  adjoining  columns  rather  than 
in  separate  segments  of  the  same  column.    In  the  process,  however,  one  new 
column  has  been  added  to  table  2,  showing  the  total  of  farm  operators' 
realized  net  income  and  the  net  change  in  their  crop  and  livestock  inven**' 
tories.    This  total  corresponds  with  the  "net  income  of  farm  proprietoirs"  as 
published  in  the  national  income  reports  of  the  Department  of  Commerce.
